November 2 0 —I:, de­ 
fiance to the wishes of the United 
States, the Mexican Congress met this 
afternoon and General Huerta trans­ 
mitted his message to th? Senate and 
Chamber of Deputies. 
That 
both 
Houses will endorse the Dictator’s 
action seems likely. President Huerta 
in dosing his speech to Congress 
made a plea for ratification of his 
acts. 
He expressly stated however, 
that a full account of his stewardship 
would not be given until some future 
time. In this connection he said * v 
“This would seem a propitious mo­ 
ment to give you an account of the 
use made of the above powers, bu* in­ 
asmuch as it is the purpose of this 
Congress to pass upon them, I shall 
in due time and under separate dis­ 
tribution give you an itemized ac­ 
count of the use made of them by the 
executive to the end that if you find 
his action useful, you should lay the 
responsibility upon him who may de­ 
serve them. The present moment is 
extremely solemn and perhaps de­ 
cisive of the welfare of the nation. 
Not only the eyes of fifteen million 
Mexicans, but those of the whole civ­ 
ilized world are at this time fixed up­ 
on you. Your attitude and your ac­ 
tion shall inform our fellow citizens 
and future generations whether we 
have been right in clinging to our 
nationality in placing national dig­ 
nity above our best interests of the 
moment, or, if on the contrary, in­ 
stead of that attitude of intense na­ 
tional feeling, we should have reced­ 
ed before reprovable interests of un­ 
worthy ambitions. 
In giving you in 
the name of the Republic the most 
cordial welcome,

prompt arrival of the hour in which 
Mexico may be united in close 
fraternity, so that we may devote our 
decided energies to the great and
